Lunches at cosfand free clothing 
are to be provided for poor chil- 
dren in the public schools, that they 
may attend classes without embar- 
rassmént or distress during the 
business depression. 

On recommendation of Superin- 
tendent of Instruction Gerling, ar- 
rived at after conference with 
Board of Education members, the 
board last night appropriated $5000 
for lunchroom equipment for such 
grade schools as gnay be designated 
by Gerling. One school, the Clin- 
ton, at 1224 Grattan street, was 
mentioned specifically because it 
has equipment. 

The cos: r meal will not ex- 
ceed 10 cen Gerling said. The 
prices will represent uctual cost of 
foodstuffs, the board being pro- 
hibited by jaw from giving food 


away. For a number of years the 
Children’s Lunch Association, a 


voluntary c:ganization of women, 
has served lunches at cost, 10 cents 


or less, in seven schools where there 
are underprivileged children. 


Another recommendation by 


Gerling, approved by the board, au- 
thorizes the establishment of sew- 


ing classes for girls in the seventh 


and eighth grades and the more 
mature ones in lower grades, where 
garments for needy children can 
be made. The Supply Commission- 
er was empowered to buy portable 
sewing machines .nd other equip- 
ment. It was set forth in the re- 
port that materials were not to Be 
furnished rt the board’s expense, 
and Gerling explained that dona- 
tions of materials from charitable 


organizations and individuals were 


anticipated. 


Social : :rvice organizations are 


expected to furnish funds for 
lunches for children who cannot 
pay, Gerling said. Well-to-do chil- 
dren may patronize the proposed 
lunchrooms if they pay.

The trustees, 
it was stated today, are not ready 
to make any ahnouncement With 
regard to the future use of the 
Lackland road property. Building 
operations at Elsah will begin early 
next spring. 

No Change for Lower Grades. 

The high schoo: and elementary 
grades of The Principia will re- 
main at the present location for 
an indefinite period, it was stated. 
The classroom, dormitory and oth- 
er space occupied by the junior 
college students will be available, 
after the removal of the college 
for students of the high school and 
elementary grades. 

The trustees’ statement, given 
out by Frederic E. Morgan, di- 
rector, told of the earlier plan for

A warrant charging use of the 
mals to defraud was issued late to- 
day against Walter L. Brady, S&t. 
ouls lawyer and adjuster for the 


Contineental Casualty Co. of Chi- 
cago, as the result of an alleged 
plot by which the company was 
defrauded of several thousand dol- 
lars through personal injury claims 
based on ficititious accidents, 


The warrant was issued. by As- 
sistant United States Attorney Dyer, 
who said he hod not decided what 
action to take in the case of ouis 
L. Lussky, lawyer. Both Brady 
and Lussky gave $5000 bond yes- 
terday. Dyer said evidence would 
be presented to the grand jury next 
week, with the possibility that in- 
dictments charging conspiracy 
might be sought. 

State Action in Abeyance. 

Dyer acted at the request of As- 
sistant Circuit Attorney Lennon 
who today withdrew his plan to 
present testimony to the State 
grand jury, after Circuit Attorney 
Miller expressed doubt whether 
the alleged fraud was committed 
in St. Louis, Chicago or through 
the mails. 

Under the warrant, Brady wili 
be required to post another $5000 
bond. He is booked at Police 
Headquarters as suspected of ob- 
taining money by false pretenses, 
Lussky as held for the Circuit At- 
torney, as the result of an dnves- 
tigation which was made by city 
detectives and Abraham Lepine, a 
special investigator for the insur- 
ance company. 

Brady, adjuster for the insurance 
company for nine years, today 
deciared it was “ridiculous amd 
outrageous” to involve him in the 
alleged plot. “I have never settled 
a claim in which investigation did 
not seem to justify it,” he said. 
“Detectives who questioned me 
yesterday said Lussky had signed 
a statement declaring that he split 
his clients’ fees with me. It is ab- 
solutely untrue and I don’t believe 
he made the statement.” 

Lussky could not be reached. He 
is 39 years old, has an office in 
the International Life Iuilding, and 
resides at 3954A Virginia avenue, 
where it was said he was out of 
the city. 

“Unfair,” Says Brady. 

Brady, 38 years old, resides at 
7042 Forsythe boulevard, University 
City, and has an office in the Com- 
mercial Building. He is the son 
of James F. Brady, former chief 
adjuster for the United Railways 
Co., now retired. The younger 
Brady studied law at night while 
a clerk for the street car company. 
When he was admitted to the bar, 
he said, he joined the law firm of 
Jones, Hocker, Sullivan & Angert, 
through which he obtained the 
host with the insurance company. 
“I have not been treated fairly,” 
Brady told a Post-Dispatch report- 
ér. “Lepine came to St. Louis and 
invited me to his room at the Stat- 
ler Hotel last Saturday. He asked 
me to make a statement and =I 
told him I was glad to answer any 
questions, that I courtéd the fullest 
inquiry. When I was taken to 
headquarters and questioned, I 
was assured that I was not even 
Suspected of being’ a member of an 
insurance fraud ring.” 

‘ Lepine said that evidence sup- 
porting three fraudulent insurance 
claims had been obtained and that 
a fourth case was being investi- 
gated, hinting that other casés in- 
volving other lawyers may be dis- 


closed. 
Details of Charges. 

_ Lepine and city detectives took 
statements from three men and a 
woman yesterday. Two of the 
men, the detectives said, had 
rented automobiles from agencies 
which carried iability. insurance 
with the Chicago conjpany and 
later reported accidents; one of the 
men and the woman had settied 
personal injury claims for $150 
and $950, respectively. 

_ Another man, described as. the 
“victim” of a fictitious accident 
which cost the insurance company 
$2700, left the city Dec. 12 and has 
not been found. In this case, Lepine 
said, the man was injured in an 
industrial accident, and arranged 
to report that he had been struck 
by a rented automobile, 

Lussky took the man to a hods- 
pital, Lepine said, and filed a claim 
through Brady, submitting X-ray 
photographs of his client's injuries 
in support of the claim. In each 
case, Lepine said, Lussky dealt 
With Brady as attorney for the “in- 
jured” person, .

SAYS JAMES W BYRNES 


Man Who Fed 250,000 Soldiers 
in War Offers Plan of 
Centralization. 


James W. Byrnes, who in war- 
time, as Lieutenant-Colonel of the 


St. Louis Quartermaster’s office, 
had the task of feeding more than 
250,000 soldiers in the St. Louis 
area, today offered his plans for 
dealing with the problem of pre- 
venting hunger in 8t. Louis in the 
coming winter. — 

“Ration the destitute,” is Col. 
Byrnes’ plan. “Buy food in large 
quantities at wholesale prices and, 
if possible, at cost. Find out what 
2 meal costs—it sheuld be not more 
than 15 cents—and let the appeal 
to the public be made on the basis 
of ‘Feed one person today,’ or two 
persons, or more.” 

Col. Byrnes said the provisions 
could be distributed through the 
constituted relief agencies, the 
Mayor's committee, the Provident 
Association, St. Vincent de Paul 
Society and Jewish Charities, but 
that the purchasing should be cen- 
tralized. 

Meals for adults, he said, should 
be put up in boxes or bags, and 
this service should be supplement- 
ed by some distribution of milk for 
children, and by soup and hot cof< 
fee kitchens, the latter at police 
stations or other city buildings. 
The soup kitchen idéa has thus 
far been opposed by those in charge 
of relief plans, on the ground <hat 
it would attract many of the hun- 
gry and needy to St. Louis from 
outside towns. Col. Byrnes said 
the charitable organizations could 
do something to restrict distribu- 
tion, on the basis of those now 
known to be in need, but that some 
help to outsiders would probably 
be unavoidable. 

Byrnes has suggested to B. OO. 
Mahaffey, chairman of the Mayor’s 
Committee and a former army of- 
ficer, that the Southern Hotel 
building, where the committee has 
its quarters, be opened as a free 
lodging house. Cots and blankets, 
he believes, could be obtained from 
army authorities. Secretary of 
War Hurley has announced that 
he would approve such use of army 
equipment.

McKellar’s Bitter Attack. 
Senator McKellar (Dem.), Ten- 
nessee, replying bitterly to the 
President's criticism, today de- 
manded that Mr. Hoover apologize 
to the Senate or be considered 
‘unworthy of his office.” 
McKellar characterized the Pres- 
ident’s “assault” as “unprovoked, 
unjustifiable, unconstitutional and 
untrue in fact.”” He said the Pres- 
ident, instead of conveying his 
wishes to Congress in a message, 
as provided by law, had adopted 
“the undignified, unconstitutional 
and angry way of running to the 
newspapers with his statement.”’

subsidies amounting to millions a 
year,” . SS 

McKellar declared the $160,000,- 
000 tax reduction recommended 
last year by President Hoover and 
Secretary Mellon was intended to 
“aid gamblers who had sustained 
losses in the stock market.” 

With mounting vehemence, the

FROM ACTOR-BURGLAR 


Posed in Los Angeles as Im- 
porter, in Disposing of 
Stolen Goods.

LOS ANGELES, Cal., Dec. 10.— 
Hazell Roxen Sanders, 30 years old, 
described by police as alternately 
movie actor, importer and burglar, 
was charged today with having 
stolen hundreds of thousands of 
dollars worth of furnishings from 
Los Angeles, Hollywood and Bev- 
erly Hills homes. 

Police in recovering more than 
$100,000 in loot stolen during twe 
years of operations, connected 
Sanders, alias Al White, with the 
burglaries through fingerprints on 
window ledges of residences of 
wealthy persons. 

With Sanders in jail was an al- 
feged accomplice, Peter Ryan, alias 
Paul Hackley, 38, also charged 
with burglary. Sanders and his 
aid, were said to have looted 
many homes, hauling away to 
a cache valuable rugs, radios, sil- 
verware and jewelry. 

In the role of imperter, police 
said, Sanders sold Oriental rugs to 
many persons of prominence, in- 
cluding motion picture stars, after 
stealing them in daring daylight 
robberies. The suspected actor- 
burglar and his accomplice also 
are said to have played the role 
of electric refrigerator service men 
and milk delivery men for the pur- 
pose of reconnoitering before rob- 
beries. 

Authorities asserted Sanders and 
his confederate would drive a truck 
or moving van to the home of some 
wealthy person whom they knew 
to be absent and would drive away 
boldly with valuable articles, giving 
the impression they were acting 
with the knowledge and consent of 
the owner. 

Police said they found a chamois 
bag containing $20,000 in locse 
diamonds strapped to Sanders’ 
knee. A pistol was found in his 
pocket, they said.

The Police Department's attempt 
te prosecute persons with exten-

“I have gone into these cases 
thoroughly,” Vettori told the court, 
“and it is my opinion that the 
State hasn’t the evidence to sus- 
tain a charge.” 

“Do y know anything about 
the defendants?” Judge Butler 
asked. 

The police said they were going 
to introduce long records of ar- 
rests,” was the reply, “but as you 
know, under the law we can't go 
back more than a year.” 

Can’t Go Behind Nol Pros.

It was after the arrest of Hayes 
and Wilbert that Prosecuting At- 
torney Schweitzer announced he 
would invoke the State vagrancy 
law against known police char- 
acters and Chief of Police Gerk 
declared a “war on the underworld 
parasites.” So far two men have 
been fined $300 apiece by default 
in vagrancy charges. 

Visits to Resorts Not Proved. 

Later Vettori explained the in- 
sufficient evidence against Hayes 
and Wilbert consisted in the fail- 
ure of police to prove the men fre- 
quented places of ill-fame, a requi- 
site under the statute. “All the 
police could prove was that they 
arves..d these men in a saloon that 
rad been raided once when liquor 
was found there,” Vettori said. 
“This is a very hard law to convict 
under. It apparently was not de- 
signed for the purpose to which it 
is now being adapted.” 

Prosecuting Attorney Schweitzer 
said: “The only thing we can do 
is to go on the evidence the police 
bring us. If they don't bring us the 
evidence we can't prosecute.” 

Schweitzer ordered issuance of 
the warrants when Hayes and Wil- 
bert were arrested and then turned 
the vagrancy cases over to Vettori, 
who looked up the law and delined 
to issue in subsequent applications.

Louls Zener’ € tchell: on 
Testimony on Explosions, 
Combustibles and Candle 
in Shop at No. 1634. 


Louis Zaxer, proprietor of a shoe 
store at 1634 Franklin avenue, was 
found gulity of second-degree ar- 
son and his punishment was fixed 
at five years in the penitentiary by 
a jury in Circuit Jadge Calhoun's 
Court last nigb+. The fire was in 
Zaxer’s store Nov. 10, 1929. 

Zaxer, who is 27 years old, of- 
fered an alibi defense. His attor- 
neys announced they would appeal. 

The State made its case on the 
testimony of policemen and fire- 
men called to the scene when fire 
broke out at 2 o'clock in the morn- 
ing. Witnesses testified there were 
explosions in the place and that 
two quarts of maphtha and gaso- 
line-soaked excelsior were found 
back of the counters inside, with 
the stub of a candle which had ap- 
parently set the blaze. 

Zaxer testified he was not at the 
scene, but had left the store three 
hours before to go to the Belcher 
Hotel, 407 Lacas street. Record» 
of the hotel were introduced into 
evidence to show that he had reg 
istered there at 11:55 o'’cinck on 
the night of the fire. 

Testimony on Candle Stub. 

The candle stub was explained 
by a State’s witness, Fred Feigen- 
blatt, 14 years old, 1729 Franklin 
avenue, a former delivery boy for 
Zaxer, who said the candle was 
of a type he had used to light his 
way in bringing up coal from the 
basement of the store on the after- 
noon preceding the fire. He said 
he had left a four-inch piece of 
candle in the rear of the store on 
the afternoon of Nov. 9, 1929. 

At the time the candle was 
found, according to police, it had 
burned to a length of an inch and 
a half. The statement of a city 
chemist that a candle of the na- 
ture described would burn from 
four inches to one and @ half 
inches in about three hours, was 
admitted into evidence, 

Evidence regarding Zaxer’s fi- 
nancial affairs was offered by Wil- 
liam A. Jack, an insurance agent, 
with offices in the Pierce Building. 
who testified he had sold Zaxer 
$5000 insurance on stock and fix- 
tures in the place, $2000 of which 
was due to expire in December, 
1929, and $3000 in March,. 1930. 
He said that no proof. of loss in 
the fire had been filed with the 
companies he represented. Insur- 
ance adjusters said the stock was 
valued at $3571 and was damaged 
$1455, and that the fixtures were 
worth $671 and damaged $243. 

Zaxer did not deny the state of 
his insurance or the further teati- 
mony for the State that he was in 
arrears on the rent at his place. 
He explained the presence of the 
excelsior as packing material for 
shoes and the naphtha and gasoline 
as fluids used in cleaning shoe ma- 
terials.

Johnson fired the shots which 
killed Sweeny. 

The jurors, on being discharged, 
said they had not been convinced 
of Johnson's guilt because there 
was no corroborative testimony to 
the identification of Johnson as 
one of the robbers. 


They took three ballots, they 
said, standing 8 to 4 for acquittal, 
11, to 1 and then unanimously. 

One Identification Witness, 

Only one witness identified John- 
son and the defense introduced 
tcsti: .ony calculated to weaken the 
identification. He was Charlies 
Jamison, 35-year-old Negro tire 
changer. On the witness stand yes- 
terday Jamison said one of the rob- 
bers guarded him, another guard- 
ead John lL. Sweeny and the third, 
who he said was Johnson, held a 
pistol on Clarence Sweeny and took 
all the money out of the cash 
register. | 

As the robbers started away, 


Jamison said, they found their |) 


egress blocked by the elder Swee- 
ny. Johnson, according to the wit- 
ness, struck Sweeny on the head 
with a rusty revolver, and, drop- 
ping the weapon, struck him again 
with his fist. 

Jamison related that young 
Sweeny ran .> the assistance of his 
father and grarpled with one of 
the robbers. 

“Then I heard two shots,” he 
said, “and Clarence feli to the 
floor.” Jamison explained he had 
been doubtful in his identigication 
of Johnson “because he wasn't 
wearing a beit when I saw him in 
the police shadow box. Several of 
his buttons were loos> and he was 
wearing a very tight suit. It all 
made him look fatter than he is.” 

One Witness for Defense. 

The only witness called by the 
defense was Assistant Circuit At- 
torney Lennon, who said Jamison 
told him shortly after Johnson was 
arrested that the defendant “looked 
too big and too fat” to be one of 
the robbers. 

Hennings attempte: to develop 
that Jamison left town for a time 
because of threats, but the testi- 
mony was excluded. Johnson did 
not take the stand for fear a pre- 
vious conviction—he was sentenced 
to 12 years in prison for robbery— 
would prejudice the jury. 

The elder Sweeny was unable to 
identify Johnson. He said he saw 
only one of the three robbers clear- 
ly. 


YOUNG WOMAN SAYS TWO MEN

When Jean Dayle, 21 years old, 
bought hair dye at a store, a detec- 
tive took up the trail that ended in 
a Private home. Police said she 
admitted an effort to rob the 65- 
year-old salesman and told of hav- 
ing associated with him twe weeks. 
awaiting an opportunity to drug 
his drinks and escape with his’ 
money and the valuable diamond 
ring and stickpin he wore. 

Police asserted her statement

by Probate Judge Holtcamp, who,

In the first place, said the Judge, 
few persons in this age, including « 
farmers, keép a whole year’s sup- 
ply of provisions on hand. How- 
ever, if a Court followed the sec- 
tion literally, it could make only 
an order for grain, meat or other 
provisions, but could not supply 
the applicant with the means te 
buy fuel with which to cook the 
provisions. %t has. been Judge 
Hoktcamp’s practice’ to include in 
such orders a money allowance, 
but he thinks it would be better 
to hae the statute plainly author- 
ize “an allowance for support.” 
Another section criticised by the 
Court relates to the power of a 
guardian to sell property belong- 
ing to the estate of a ward of the 
Probate Court. At present a guard- 
ian can obtain such order only 
when the Court is in session, irre- 
spective of what conditions exist, 
which would make a sale urgent. 
The law should be changed, Judge 
Holtcamp said, so a guardian 
could have the power to sell by 
proper order during vacation of 
court, the same as the administra- 
tor of the estate of a deceased per- 
son who now has that right. 
Incidentally the Judge sald ap- 
pellate courts had construed the 
laws affecting a public administra- 
tor in such manner as to give that 
official “a rocky road to travel.” 
He made this comment in ruling 
against Public Administrator Schu- 
ler, who claimed priority in the 
handling of the $1,500,000 estate 
of Mrs. Fannie Harris, widow of a 
Dallas, Tex., merchant. The au- 
thority of Herbert Frank, a son-in- 
law, and the Mercantile-Commerce 
Bank & Trust Co: was upheld. 
Judge Holtcamp’s proposed amend- 
ments do not relate to any change 
in the public administrator statute.

Little Likelihood of Average Set

Standard ‘of Work, and 
Elimination of ‘Extra’ 
Charges and Unfair Com- 
petition Are Provided. 


A code of ethics proposed by the 
National Association of Dyers and 
Cleaners as a “housecleaning meas- 
ure” probably will be adopted by 
St. Louis cleaning firms after it is 
approved by the Federal Trade 
Commission, which now has it un- 


der consideration. 

The code consists of 19 rules, 
designed to eliminate extortionists, 
unfair competition, unfair adver- 
tising and “extra” charges to cus- 
tomers. It was approved at a 
recent meeting at Washington at- 
tended by representatives of more 
than 60 per cent of the dry clean- 
ers in the United States. A. P. 
Hartman of the Scott Cleaning Co., 
represented St. Louis cleaners at 
the meeting. 

Fixes Minimum Standard. 

The code provides for a minimum 
dry cleaning standard to remedy 
“short cut’ cleaning methods, Ex- 
tra charges for certain spots or 
stains “discovered” after a price 
has previously been agreed upon 
are to be eliminated under the 
code. Agents for cleaning plants 
will be required to advertise as 
such, and not to represent them- 
selves as dry cleaners, under the 
code. 

With reference to extortionist ac- 
tivities within the industry section 
14 states: “It is considered unfair 
to incite or aid, directly or indirect- 
ly, the organizing of dry cleaning 
employes for the purpose of con- 
trolling the prices of competitors 
by threats, strikes, labor disputes, 
or any form of coercion.” Section 
15 deals with similar unfair prac- 
tices in controlling prices for clean- 
ing charged by tailor and pressing 
shops acting as agents for cleaning 
plants. — 

Below Cost Work Barred. 

Cleaning clothing below cost with 
the object of injuring competitors, 
and the giving of “free work” un- 
der the guise of allowance for lost 
or damaged goods for the purpose 
of enticing customers away from 
competitors, is also prohibited by 
the code. 

It is estimated that the cleaning 
and dyeing industry in the United 
States represents an investment of 
approximately $350,000,000, with 
an annual volume of business at&- 
gregating twice that amount. In 
St. Louis there are two groups, the 
Master Cleaners’ Association, com- 
posed of:*19 retail plants, the larg- 
est of which is the Lungstras Co., 
and the St. Louis Cleaners’ Ex- 
change, composed of 14 wholesale 
concerns. Efforts are now being 
made to unite the two associations. 

Discussing the St. Louis situa- 
tion, Hartman said the industry 
here, with the exception of a brief 
period ending early this year, had 
been comparatively free from ex- 
tortionist activities.

Spaniard Spends Nine Days on 
Kilimanjaro, Highest Peak 
in Africa.

LONDON, Dec. 10.—A dispatch 
to the London Daily Mail from 
Dar-es-Salaam, Tangayika, today 


said that Kilimanjaro, the highest 
mountain in Africa, had been as- 
cended for the first time by a lone 
climber. 

The climber is a young Spaniard, 
Andres Espinosa of Bilbao. Previ- 
ously never less than two attempt- 
ed the ascent, but Espinosa started 
alone, without carriers and guides, 
but taking, an ice-pick and a haver- 
sack with tinned food. 

He spent nine days wandering in 
the snow and was obliged to pass 
three nights in a cave at a height 
of 18,000 feet before the weather 
allowed him to reach the summit. 
He returned to Moshi, a town at 
the mountain’s base, with all the 
records he could find left there by 
earlier climbers as proof of his 
achievement.

MOSCOW, Dec. 10.—The claims 
of the Soviet Government to real 
achievements in the 13 years of its 
existence were described in terms 
of billions of roubles by Michael 
Kalinin, president of the Central 
Executive Committee of the Soviet 
Union, in a recent speech. 
Kalinin said that since the revo- 
lution in 1917 the sum of 10,800,- 
000,000 roubles had been invested 
in industry in Russia and 26,400,- 
000,000 roubles 1 nagriculture. (The 
rouble is supposed to be worth 
about 60 cents.) Most of this huge 
total, it was explained, was pro- 
vided from Government funds, but 
a portion of the agricultural ex- 
penditures was made by the peas- 
ants themselves, 

Summary of Results. 

The results of Communism, Kal- 
inin said, can be summarized as 
follows: 

“During the reconstruction  pe- 
riod (the last six years) Soviet 
Russia built 2222 new factories and 
plants, 320 power stations and 19,- 
663 kilometers of new railways. 

“The total output of Soviet in- 
dustry is almost double the pre- 
war period.

An Argument Against River Transport. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
HE agitation for improvement of the 
Mississippi and its tributaries for 


~ navigation is based upon the assum ption 


that boats operating on these rivers can 
furnish cheaper transportation than can 
the railroads. This assumption is based 
upon the knowledge that ships upon the 
oceans and the Great Lakes carry freight 
much more cheaply than the railroads 
do, and upon the belief that river car- 
riers can carry freight as cheaply as can 
the deep-water vessels. 

This last belief is fallacious, for three 
reasons: 

(a) The rivers are shallow, while the 
lakes arid oceans are deep. No draft 
greater than eight feet is contemplated 
for the rivers, while the usual draft on 
the lakes is 20 feet, and that on the 
oceans even greater. The resistance to 
propulsion of a low-speed boat, at a 
given speed, is proportional to its wet- 
ted surface, and a shoal-draft vessel has 
more wetted surface in proportion to its 
carrying capacity. With a given power 
plant and speed, probably twice the ton- 
nage can be moved on a 20-foot draft as 
on an eight-foot draft. 

(b) The rivers have a strong current, 
while the lakes and oceans have little 
or none. A vessel does not regain on 
the downstream trip what it loses on the 
upstream trip, since it is on the way 
longer while going upstream. The cur- 
rent probably adds about one-third to 
the time required for a round trip. 

(c) The rivers meander, so that a giv- 
en air-line distance probably requires, on 
the average, that at least one-half more 
distance be traversed on the rivers than 
on the lakes or oceans. 

We find that the costs incurred during 
movement are about four times as great 
per ton mile on the rivers as on the lakes 
and oceans. This is a rough figure, of 
course, but it shows that there is a 
wide difference in the cost of moving 
tonnage freight over the two classes of 
waterways. The full extent of this dif- 
ference is not. apparent unless the three 
factors discussed above are considered 
together. 

In view of these facts it seems unlike- 
ly that river boats can carry freight 
more cheaply than can the railroads, 
unless someone discovers a way of over- 
coming the terrific handicaps under 
which such craft labor.

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HENRY CLAY, PAN-AMERICAN. 
To the average North American Henry Clay is the 
Great Compromiser, hardy quadrennial in presiden- 
tial races, fiery debater on slavery, sturdy antagonist 
of Calhoun, eloquent colleague of Webster, the man 
who said, “I would rather be right than Presi- 
dent.” To the South American all these things are 
of slight import; to him Clay is the father of Pan- 
Americanism, the flaming Northern advocate of lib- 
erty on the Southern continent. This side of Clay’s 
fame, relatively unknown in this country, is revived 
with the unveiling yesterday of a statue in his honor 
at Caracas, capital of Venezuela. The statue, a gift 
from this country, is a courtesy ih return for the 
monument of Simon Bolivar, South American libera- 
tor, which now stands in New York. 
In the second decade of the last century, when Bol- 
ivar and San Martin were leading their peoples in 
revolt against the Spanish power, Clay’s voice was 
the first to be raised in Congress supporting their in- 
dependence and urging recognition. Eloquently he 
presented the “glorious spectacle of 18 millions of 
people struggling to burst their chains.” He urged an 
alliance in the Western Hemisphere to resist the im- 
perialist designs of the ‘Holy Alliance. He visua)l- 
ized both American continents sheltering a group of 
sister republics, growing and co-operating together. 
Gradually his appeals changed the United States’ at- 
titude from neutrality to sympathy. At last in 1822

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A DESPICABLE COMMERCE. | 
Like Saul on the.road to .Tarsus, the Auto Ord- 
nance Co. of New York, manufacturer of Thompson 
submachine guns, has suddenly seen a bright light.

Under what theory were these guns ever sold by 
the Auto Ordnance Co. or its agents, the hardware 
stores? Was it that they would be retailed to small 
boys for rabbit hunting, or that law-abiding citizens 
would keep them under the pillow at night as pro- 
tection against burglars? Hardly. The fact is the 
Auto Ordnance Co. and its agents are organized for 
profit-making purposes. It was profitable to sell the 
guns and, until public agitation called attention to 
the practice, the ordnance company and its agents 
were willing to take their profits and let the conse- 
quences go. : 
We do not believe the removal of submachine guns 
from the market will have any magical effect on gang 
terrorism. There are many kinds of deadly weapons 
available to gangsters, and it may even be possible 
for them to acquire submachine guns from other 
sources. Yet it is unthinkable that supposedly re- 
spectable commercial institutions would lend them- 
selves to such a despicable commerce as this, when 
they must have known that any of the guns sold on 
the open market to other than police officers were 
bought purely as instruments of murder. 
Incidentally, the 1929 Legislature passed a law for- 
bidding the sale, delivery, transportation or posses- 
sion of machine guns, with exceptions in the case of 
military organizations and peace officers. Violation 
is punishable by two to 30 years in the penitentiary 
and a $5000 fine.

Felicitations are due the Thirty-fifth Division 
Air Service, St. Louis’ crack National Guard flying 
outfit, on the confirmation by the War Department of 
Philip R. Love as a Major of Air Corps in command 
ofthe organization. 
A classmate of Col. Lindbergh in the Army air 
service and his flying mate in the air mail service, 
Maj.

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ALASKA’S MYSTERIOUS BEAST. 
Mystery denser than a Belgian fog recently settled 
down on Glacier Island, near Valdez, Alaska, with 
the reported discovery of a prehistoric monster pre- 
served in the ice. First reports said it was a fur- 
covered lizard, 42 feet long, a beast more readily 
identifiable as a mince pie nightmare than as any- 
thing on the zoologist’s charts, After a closer look, 
observers modified the description, but left it suffi- 
ciently weird, as follows: a head like an elephant’s, 
a beak like a pelican’s, vertebrae. equipped with fin-

Now, however, Dr. Charles A. Bunnell, president of 
Alaska College, has investigated at the request of 
the American Natural History Museum. His report 
eliminates the ice-bound prehistoric beast theory and 
places the creature as a species of whale. Beaked 
whales are not at all rare, and the inexpertness of 
observers doubtless supplied the other details. The 
mystery thus dissolves into an Arctic version of the 
sea serpent, whose awesome bulk is reported regu- 
larly by pop-eyed mariners. Glimpses of whales or 
lengths of driftwood feed the sea serpent legend, but 
it is difficult to investigate them in mid-ocean.

Out a policy or plans to avoid these re- 
current industrial disasters. Because we 
have had no policy we again find ourselves 
on the rocks of industrial chaos. 

Palliative measures will not see us through 
this crisis and will surely not prevent a 
repetition of the same thing in the future. 
To justify itself before the country, indus- 
try should present a constructive program 
and provide organization to carry the pro- 
gram through. 

The most effective method of meeting the 
most serious problem of today is, first, to 
establish nationally a shorter work day and 
the five-day week. The acceptance of that 
in all industries would absorb in a very 
short time most, if not all, of the people 
who are at the present time unemployed. 
It would also relieve the minds of those who 
still have jobs and free them from the nec- 
essity of strictly curtailing their expendi- 
tures because of their fear as to uncertuain- 
ties of the future. Adoption of this policy 
would be-.@ public recognition of the fact 
that what work there is during a depres- 
sion should be divided among all workers, 
This step should have been taken volun- 
tarily by industry itself. As industry has 
not had the foresight to do so, the Gov- 
ernment should step in and use its power 
to compel reluctant or unenlightened indus- 
trial] leadership to accept this program as 
a national policy. 

The second step is that of laying aside 
by all industry of a 65 per cent fund for 
unemployment insurance. The average 
total wage bill in this country in the past 
has amounted to 32 billions. Only one 
year’s assessment would yield an unemploy- 
ment reserve of over 1% Dillion dollars. 

The third important step is the establish- 
ment in industry of an organization of the 
employers and the workers for the purpose 
of carrying through this policy and for pre- 
paring proper plans for the future.

The proposals I make have already been 
tested .\by long. experience in this country. 
That if{is feasible to avoid a drastic situa- 
tion during an industrial crisis has been 
demonstrated in the clothing industry in the 
last 20 years. The Amalgamated Clothing 
Workers of America has introduced in its 
contract with the employers a clause es- 
tablishing the principle and practice of 
equal division of work during slack periods 
in the industry. 

It is obviously better to give all the peo- 
ple some source of income than to deprive 
large numbers of workers of all income. 
Total layoffs of great numbers of workers 
depress the country’s purchasing power and 
thereby cause more unemployment. It is 
a vicious circle, Equal division of work 
may not prove operative in all industries 
but it surely is possible in most. There 
ere today tndustries working 54 ‘hours a 
week while thousands of workers are with- 
out an hour’s work a day.

An agreement was reached be- 
tween the Amalgamated and the clothing 
manufacturers of Chicago in 1923, under 
which an unemployment insurance fund was 


1% per cent of the weekly earnings of each 
union member in their employ, and forward 
it to the office of the unemployment insur- 
ance fund together with twice that amount, 
that is 3 per cent, contributed by them- 
selves, thus making a total contribution 
equal to 4% per cent of each payroll. 


By this plan each worker may receive 
unemployment benefits at the rate of 30 
per cent of his full time earnings for a 
maximum period of seven and one-half 
weeks a year. A,part of the fund has been 
laid aside for giving benefits to people who 
are totally unemployed. The fund has also 
paid a dismissal wage to workers who pre- 
ferred to leave the industry and look for 
work in other fields. At the end of 
last year there was a reserve in the fund of 
$900,000. If this country had a reserve es- 
tablished for the same purpose, it would not 
now be confronted with such a disastrous 
situation as the one which we are facing. 


Those opposed to progressive legislation 
_ in industry have named unemployment in- 
surance a “dole” and tried to discredit it, 
Some even presumed-to speak for the work- 
ers by stating thet the American workers do 
not want a dole, A referendum vote among 
the unemployed would surely tell a different 
story. Unemployment insurance should be 
considered a charge upon industry like a 
charge for the creation of all types of re- 
serves. Large companies have large re- 
serves for future dividends for their stock- 
holders who must get their return on capital 
invested, bad business or good business. 
Why not set up the same reserve for un- 
employed labor? 

In view’ of the fact that industries im this 
country refuse to assume responsibility for 
unemployment, the Government should step 
in and make unemployment insurance com- 
pulsory, If the unemployment insurance 
schemes of England, Germany and other 
countries are not satisfactory to us, we can 
work out other details of arrangement in 
accordance with American conditions. Sim- 
Ply to say to millions of workérs out of 
jobs that nothing can be done for them is 
not only to deny the issue as far as the 
workers are concerned, but it really means 
doing nothing at all to stabilize our indus- 
trial structure.

He held the degree of Doc- 
tor of Medicine, but thhad not prac- 
ticed that profession for many 
years. 

Entire Life Spent in St. Louts. 

His entire life was spent in 6&t. 
Louis, except for intervals of 
travel and schooling abroad, and 
his medical studies at Columbia 
College, New York. He was a 
graduate of St. Louis University. 
During his studies there he became 
acquainted with the Rev. Peter 
DeSmet, noted Jesuit missionary 
to the Indians, At Father DeSmet's 
invitation, young Delany in 18€° 
accompanied “the Black Robe’, as 
the priest was called by the In- 
dians, on one of his latest visits to 
the tribes of the far Northwest. 

The journey was made up the 
Missouri River, by a succession of 
stern wheel packet boats used in 
the fur trade, to Fort Benton, in 
Montana. At points along the Up- 
per Missouri, Indian tribesmen 
boarded the boats to claim their 
“presents,” and at one point shots 
followed the craft as it started up- 
stream. A gold rush to the Black 
Hills caused the young man to 
change his return route, but he and 
his companion, John F. Valle, did 
not find wealth there, and made 
their way back to: Sioux City and 
civilization.

Market Sounds Out the 
Bottom Level Recorded a 


Month Ago, Dropping 
About 2 to 5 Points — 
Recoveries of 1 to 2 
Points—Trade More Ac- 
tive.

NEW YORK, Dec. 10.—The stock 
market sounded out the bottom 
level recorded just one month ago, 
today, and seemed to hit hardpan, 
for the list rebounded smartly in 
the final few minutes of trading. 

After dropping about 2 to 5 
points in the most active trading 
since the middle of November, the 
market recovered about 1 to 2 
points from the bottom. Trading 
was dull during the morning, but 
quickened later in the day, piling 
up total transactions of about 
23,150,000 shares. A few large in- 
dividual transactions, of which the 
largest was 60,000 shares of Gen- 
eral Electric, were said in broker- 
age circles to represent special 
transactions to establish tax losses. 

After selling off 3% and 4 points,

bottom. After declining about 2 
points, General Electric, American 
Can, American and Foreign Power 
and North American regained 
about half their losses. Shares 
closing 2 to 3 points lower included 
Bethlehem Steel, Case, Consolidat- 
ed Gas, National Biscuit and West- 
inghouse Electric, most of which 
were up a point or so from the 
lowest. Johns Manville sold off 
5% to a new low, then reduced its 


loss to Jess than 5.

Star is treated exactly like everyone 
else. There are no elective courses 
at West Point. Every cadet, so Yar 
as studies go, takes exactly what 
every other cadet takes. If Mr. Col- 
lege Star falls below the passing 
mark in any of these studies, Mr. 
College Star is on his way in’ only 
one direction—which ig out. He is 
not tutored—that charming custom 
is unknown at West Point. 


He cannot take such studies as he 
might be expected to pass in to the 
exclusion of otlrers. He has to 
take ‘em _ all and ride “em all and 
pass "em all. And, without the aid 
of “helps” which might be consid- 
ered outside the pale of strict hon- 
esty. There is no need of an honor 
system at West Point: tradition 
along these lines is so strong at the 
school on the Hudson that if a foot- 
bali star of the very first rank 
should attempt in any way to evade 
tradition, his own teammates or 
other classmates would either “turn 
him up,” or, by sending him to 
Coventry, make things so disagree- 
able for him that he would be giad 
to resign. 

West Point’s eligibility stand is 
simply this: Every cadet who is 
there is'a bona-fide cadet. There 
aré no “special students.” Why, 
then, is the Army’s contention, 
should such a bona-fide cadet, en- 


and station, be shut off from an 
athletic life just because he has 
proyen good in some sport? There 
is no desire on the part of the 
Army to tell the Navy that So-and- 
So, who was a great halfback at 
Purdue or Columbia, shall not play 
as a Middy. .The Army has con- 
sented—some time ago—to the 
three-year rule and a Carideo or 
a Booth, entering the Academy, 
would have to wait a full year be- 
fore he could play varsity football. 


Army Only One in Step. 


N recent talks of the overempha- 

sis of football, it was brought 

out that a strict rule about giv- 
ing college jobs to athietes would 
hurt a class of boys who honestly 
were working their way through 
educational institutions. In other 
words, that because a chap could 
play football, he must not be al- 
lowed the chance to work his way 
through., Some more “class legis- 
lation.” The same thing applies at 
West Point. Because a boy is a foot- 
ball player, these purists say, he has 
no right to want to become an 
Army officer. What is thetfe in 
being a good line-plunger that dis- 
qualifies a man from making good 
in the Army? 

Many observers take the stand 
that, in this question, “They are all 
cut of step but the Army,” and 
that, therefore, the Army must be 
in the wrong. Why, then, do all 
other colleges of all classes 
welcome the Cadets to their 
schedules? Illinois, Notre Dame, 
Yale, Harvard, Princeton, Dart- 
mouth—all these are fairly repre- 
sentative of the better class of edu- 
cational institutions. Yet, all gladly 
accept invitations to play the Army. 
A natural question seems to be “On 
what meat does this, our Navy, 
feed, that it hath grown so0”—well, 
particular. 

There is a basis of compromise. 
rerhaps, but why the need of a 
compromise? Every football fan 
in the country hopes that Satur- 
day’s meeting will lead to a re- 
sumption of relations in all sports 
between the two service academies. 
But, that the Navy shall be per- 
mitted to lay down a code of its 
own will hardly be agreed to by 
the Army.
